S IR, 


I ENTIRELY. concur it you in 
opinion, that the difficulty of deglu- 
tition in the gentleman of whoſe caſe you 
ſend me an account, is owing chiefly to 
a tumor, and not a ſpaſmodic conſtric- 
tion, about the bottom of the Oeſopha- 
gus. What confirms me in this opinion, 
is, that though during this twelvemonth 
paſt, at which time he was firſt ſenſible 
of the complaint, he has uſed nervous 
ee with a liberal hand, yet the 
N B 3 diſorder 
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diſorder has rather increaſed than dimi- 
niſhed. Beſides, it does not appear that 
the impediment you deſcribe is accom- 
panied with any other ſymptom which 
can be attributed to a ſpaſmodic cauſe. 
Tt would perhaps be too dogmatical, 
however, to deny the ſmalleſt degree of 
1 2 nervous affection to exiſt in the caſe of 
| this patient ; for the variable ſtate of the 
diforder, being ſometimes better and ſome- 
times worſe, ſeems ſtrongly to evince the 
reality of fuch a complication.

Pregnancy * be divided into two 
ſtages, each whereof is attended with its 
peculiar ſymptoms ; which, when violent 
or long continued, may prove the cauſe 
of abortion. The firſt ſtage is what in- 
tervenes between conception and the 
end of the fourth month; and the other 
is the ſpace from that term to the end of 
. geſtation. The complaints which com- 
monly produce abortion in the firſt of 
theſe periods are, nauſea and vomiting, 
 longings, « and fainting. .

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If the vomiting be mild, it is not to 
be conſidered as dangerous, but on the 
| contrary, may have good effect; both as 
it tends to prevent too great a degree of 
plethora, and aſſiſts the extenſion of the 
_ uterus. If it prove violent however, or 


continue beyond the end of the fourth 


month, it then demands our ſerious at- 


tention, and ought by all means poſſible 


to be alleviated ; not only as it greatly 


fatigues the patient, but renders her 
liable to abortion. 


If hs ladyſhip's vomiting be violent, 
it will be neceſſary to have recourſe to 
bleeding, to diminiſh the plethora which 
is moſt commonly the cauſe of that 
ſymptom.
